September Meeting Minutes 


FT. WAYNE RADIO CLUB MEETING MINUTES 
16 OCTOBER, 1998 

1. The October meeting of the 
Ft. Wayne Radio Club was 
held on 16 October, 1998 at the 
Good Shepherd United Meth- 
odist Church. President Bill 
Stockslager hosted the meeting 
which had an attendance of 
about 30 people. 


2. The September meeting minutes were read and there 
were no corrections. 


3. Treasurer Bob Streeter reported that year-to-date, the 
Club’s expenses had exceeded it’s income by $165.74. 
In other words, we are experiencing a negative cash flow 
this year. The Club’s liquid assets included $126.00 in 
checking and 6331.87 in checking. The Club’s total as- 
sets are valued at $10810.25 which includes the esti- 
mated value of Club physical property. 


4. Bill Hall announced that several area Hams / Club 
members has passed away this year. They include Jim 
Blee, N9LSS, Vince Cook, KA9ULN, Don Imhoff and 
Biil Bradeiy, K9FAB. 

5. Carl Rittenhouse provided the results of the last 
Foxhunt. The Fox was represented by the team of 
N9OLOV and NONRO. These two rascals were located 
at the end of Davis Rd. in north Allen County and were 
tracked down first by K9OMA and KA9YY1I followed 
by KF9AW and then by N9GK and KB9NRA. Point 
leaders for the year-to-date are N9’s LOV and NRO with 
18 points followed by K9OMA and KA9YY1I with 13 
points. 


6. Carole Burke announced that the Club’s Adopt - A - 
Family initiative will include a collection point for non- 
perishable food or donations at the ACARTS Hamfest 
as well as collections at our November and December 
club meetings. Cash donations by check should be made 
out to the Ft. Wayne Radio Club. Carole noted that we 
would be able to deliver whatever is collected to the 
needy family following the Club’s Christmas meeting/ 
banquet.

Not only is a widow faced with not knowing what to do 
with ham equipment, often they do not know where all of it 
is located or even know the fact that equipment in a attic, 
basement, garage, barn or storage is even ham radio related. 
As time passes on this equipment can even deteriorate to 
the point of it being damaged beyond any point of value. 
Lets remember there are collectors out there who prize those 
old so called boat anchors. I have seen situations whereby 
the widow has sold the property and moved away leaving 
behind numerous items of equipment. 


This fact is not too surprising since many citizens do not 
even take the time to fill out a will or other documents for 
the benefit of their families. We hams do not like the thought 
of hecoming a SK, but in all prohability that event will oc- 
cur either naturally or by some accident. We need to pre- 
pare for the inevitable. 


A little time spent documenting your wishes and desires 
and recording it on paper can save many others a lot of grief 
down the road. This can be accomplished in many ways 
such as simply making up a list of your equipment and pro- 
vide instructions. Some radio operators have reported they 
keep cards on each item and what is to be done if they be- 
come a SK. Close coordination with your local radio club 
or amateur friends can certainly help in the matters. 


Not only should we be thinking about the disposal of our 
amateur equipment as | stated in the first paragraph how 
about our membership with various radio groups or asso- 
ciations. Here again some wise operators have passed the 
word along to me they have filled out cards who 1s to be 
notified in the event they should become a SK. I have per- 
sonally witnessed a situation whereby a certain radio opera- 
tor was going to be dropped from the roles of an organiza- 
tion or group as a result of being inactive. Later it was found 
the person was a SK and for one reason or another the word 
was never passed to the night people. This story has been 
repeated to me by numerous others for the past few years. 


Think about it, what does your family know about your ham 
station, would they really know what to do and are they 
aware of all the organizations you associated with in this 
business?

ter— sometime around the end of the year. The FCC said 
it expects to have the ULS fully operational by next Apmil. 
Using the ULS, applicants and licensees will be able to 
file, modify, and renew electronically. Access to the ULS 
is via http://www.fcc.gov/wtb/uls/. 


The FCC’s action consolidates approximately 40 exist- 
ing forms into four ULS applications, including the new 
Form 605. Electronic filing in the ULS will not yet be 
mandatory for individual amateurs. Hams will have the 
option of filing electronically or on paper. However, elec- 
tronic filing via the ULS will be required for Volunteer 
Examiner Coordinators in the Amateur Service. 


Under the ULS, amateurs will use Form 605, the Quick- 
Form Application for Authorization in the Ship, Aircraft, 
Amateur, Restricted and Commercial Operator, and Gen- 
eral Mobile Radio Services for all purposes. Applicants 
may continue to use the old forms for six months after the 
new rules go into effect, however. 


Responding to comments from the ARRL and the WS5YI 
Group, the FCC said it would include the Physician’s 
Certification of Disability (Physician’s Certification) on 
the new Form 605 in Part 2 of Schedule D. 


As part of its Report and Order on the ULS, the FCC also 
issued amended rules (in WT Docket 96-188) to autho- 
rize visiting foreign hams to operate in the US pursuant 
to recent international reciprocal operating agreements. 
‘We conclude that all alien amateur radio reciprocal op- 
eration should be authorized by rule,” the FCC said. This 
means that foreign hams holding a CEPT radio-amateur 
license from a CEPT country or an International Amateur 
Radio Permit issued by a participating CITEL country 
may operate while visiting the US without having to ap- 
ply for permission. Additionally, it will be easier for US 
hams to operate in participating countries in Europe and 
the Americas.

Against ARRL objections, the FCC eliminated the one- 
year term for an alien reciprocal permit and will not re- 
quire an FCC license document. The FCC noted that the 
new system is similar to the one already in place for US 
and Canadian hams to operate in each other’s countries. 
The authority would not extend to US citizens claiming 
second citizenship and an amateur license from another 
country, however. 


The FCC said it will require the submission of a Taxpayer 
Identification Number by applicants and licensees using 
ULS, “consistent with the requirements of the Debt Col- 
lection Improvement Act of 1996.” Some commenters, 
particularly amateur operators, argued against the require- 
ment, saying that disclosure of a TIN— typically a Social 
Security Number—raised privacy concerns and was un- 
necessary to the Commission’s regulatory goals. But, the 
FCC said its security measures will limit access to TIN 
data both online and to FCC staff. “Once data has been 
entered into ULS, sensitive data such as TINs will not be 
accessible to the public,” the FCC said. The FCC has not 
addressed how it plans to handle applicants who do not 
have a TIN, such as foreign nationals who hold FCC li- 
censes. 


The FCC stood by its plan to use certain eligible private- 
sector entities, on a strictly voluntary basis, to issue club 
and military recreation station call signs.

ARRL BOARD REAFFIRMS, MODIFIES ITS 
RESTRUCTURING PLAN

In a special meeting October 24, the ARRL Board of Di- 
rectors reaffirmed the bulk of its July 1998 Amateur Radio 
License Restructuring 
plan with some modifica- 
tions. Among other 
things, the Board’s July 
plan would eliminate the 
Novice and Tech Plus li- 
cense classes. To provide 
a logical entry path to HF 
for Technicians, the 
Board now has suggested 
offering CW privileges to 
Technicians in the current General CW allocations on 80 
through 10 meters. Technicians would be permitted up to 
200 W PEP. 
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The July plan eliminated the HF door by eliminating the 
Novice license,” observed ARRL Executive Vice President 
David Sumner, K1ZZ. “This is, in effect, a replacement for 
the Novice, but without an additional license class.”’ 


The Board also agreed to replace its onginally proposed A, 
B, C, and D license class designations with Extra, Advanced, 
General, and Technician. 


Under the July plan—and under the FCC’s proposed stream- 
lining—the entry-level HF license would be the General. 
Board members at the October 24 meeting near St Louis 
expressed concem that the leap to HF privileges under the 
July plan could prove too daunting, especially for younger 
newcomers. Under the ARRL plan, it would require pass- 
ing two wnitten examinations plus a 5 WPM code test to 
become a General. Some also were troubled about the grow- 
ing gulf between the “traditional” HF operator and the newer 
VHF-only amateurs. 


Addressing the Morse code requirement in the International 
Radio Regulations, Sumner summed up the Board’s posi- 
tion by saying that the new privileges would amount to self- 
testing. “By their very nature, you can’t use the privileges 
until you know the code,” he said. 


The special ARRL Board meeting was called to consider 
the League’s comments on the FCC’s amateur licensing 
“streamlining” proposals in WT Docket 98-143, reieased 
in August. Comments are due December 1. During the 
daylong session, the Board also proposed that the FCC rules 
ban multiple-choice Morse code tests and establish that a 
passing grade for a code test be either 70% correct answers 
to 10 fill-in-the-blank questions or one minute out of five 
of solid copy. 


The Board affirmed its proposals in RM-9196 to improve 
the procedures for granting Morse code exam credit on the 
basis of a physician’s certification of a disability. It also 
affirmed “its strong desire” that written exams be modified 
as necessary “to demonstrate better the depth of the 
applicant’s current radio technical knowledge and operat- 
ing skill.” 


The Board supported retention of the topic definitions to be 
included in written exams, as contained in §97.503(c) of 
the FCC rules, with some modification to accommodate 
the new four-class structure. 


The Board also reaffirmed its desire that Advanced class 
volunteer examiners be permitted to administer General 
class exams, and it renewed its request in RM-9115 for sev- 
eral rules changes involving RACES stations. 


The Board noted that it had “heard and considered the views 
of thousands of ARRL members” on the amateur licensing 
issues raised in both the ARRL and FCC proposals.
